In East Prussia

LONDON, July 21.—Two G erm an divisions were reported today to 
have revolted In Russian-besieged East Prussia and a full-blown purge 
of generals apparently was proceeding in Germ any as an afterm ath to 
what Adolf Hitler called a traitorous attem pt to assassinate him and 
pave the way for surrender. 
W ith broken communications masking w hat perhaps was civil war 
and m utiny within the Reich, the Berlin radio announced th at Col. Gen. 
Ludwig Beck, former chief of the G erm an general staff was "no longer 
among living persons.” 
He presumably was shot In the fiery vengeance 
Hitler was venting upon his own people. 
At the same time a traveler reaching Sweden said two G erm an d i­ 
visions revolted in East Prussia Wednesday, apparently touching off the 
movement which culminated in the attack on Hitler, declared by Berlin 
to have occurred Thursday. 
Besides Beck, Berlin announced execution of a wlyile group of con­ 
spirators linked with the plot to overthrow the Fuehrer and prepare the 
path for peace in the defeat-riddled and bom b-tortured Reich. 
Among them was the colonel who was alleged to have planted a bomb 
which exploded only a little over six feet from Hitler while he was sur­ 
rounded by his highest personal m ilitary aides.

Stockholm newspapers were cut 
off from their Berlin correspond­ 
ents at 8:40 p. rn. last night, and 
communications still were blocked 
today. O ther sources of neutral in­ 
form ation 
from

likewise were blocked. 
The world therefore was restrict­ 
ed largely to the view put forth by 
Berlin and other G erm an-controlled 
broadcasts. 
While these sought to give the 
picture of a completely normal G er­ 
many, with tilt plot scotched, other 
bits of inform ation indicated the 
revolt still was on. 
Allied 
propagandists 
bombarded 
the Reich with broadcasts urging 
the Germ ans to deal the death blow 
to the Hitler regime. 
London quarters said there now was 
convincing evidence to support re­ 
cent rumors of increasing dissatis­ 
faction with H itler’s authority and

ently had

responsible leadership. 
London Is Skeptiral 
In London doubt persisted th a t 
the Germ ans had given anywhere 
nearly a full account -and there wag 
considerable doubt 
th at 
even a 
bonaflde attem pt was made on H it­ 
ler's life. 
The possibility was not overlooked 
that the whole thing was elabor­ 
ately staged to give the Him mlcr- 
Hitler team an excuse for a full­ 
scale purge of Junkers generals be­ 
fore they could 
really get their 
movement in motion. 
Speeches by 
Hitler,

Doenitz, comm ander of the G erm an 
navy, berating traitorous 
generate 
w'ere the surest signs of revolt, even 
lf abortive, within the Reich. 
The question was whether it would 
lie snowballed or crushed by til® 
purge.

In 1932, the Democrats could see clearly what was 
wrong with thin country. It needed immediate and 
drastic reduction of government spending- at least a 
25 percent cut. It needed an annually balaweci budget 
based on accurate executive estimates within rev­ 
el, ues raised by a system of taxation levied on the 
principle of ability to pay. Federal credit should be 
extended to the states to provide unemployment re­ 
lief. Army-navy expenditures should be held to less 
than a billion a year 
The 
Philippines should be 
given their independence Pressure lobbies in W ash­ 
ington should be eliminated, and the Democrats con­ 
demned "improper and excessive 
use 
of money in 
political activities * 
They also condemned “the open 
and covert resistance of adm inistrative officials to 
every effort made by 
congressional 
committees 
to 
curtail the extravagant expenditures of the govern­ 
ment ” 
The party also stood for a number of other 
things in 1932 but in 1944 it is helpful to remember 
th at so many of its main talking points 12 years ago 
have been abandoned 
Party responsibility for 12 years has left its mark 
on the Democrats. If it were not for the tremendous 
distraction of the war, their .situation would be strik­ 
ingly like that of the Republicans in 1932, after they 
had been in power 12 years. W ithin the party they 
stood divided between extremists. Conservatives con­ 
tended with “the sons of the wild jackass” for the 
voting support cf the party's moderates. The party 
had trimmed and warped itself to try to accommo­ 
date points of views as dissimilar as those held inside 
the Democratic party today by the Jeffersonians and 
the New York City Communists, 
It had ceased to be a party and had become, in­ 
stead, a group. 
At the sume time, tile Democrats, 
who had been only a loose coalition, were able to 
coalesce Into a party because in 1932 they could agree 
on opposition to the way things had been going The 
situation is reversed in 1944 
the Dem ocrats again 
have become a group, with no beliefs In common, 
and the Republicans now are able to agree on points 
of opposition.

Jap's Yap Island, Small But Vital Base 


In Western Pacific, Is Mother of Typhoons 
• 


By RAV CRONIN, Associated Press War Editor 
Japan’s Yap island, in the Western Pacific, looks small and unim ­ 
portant on a fair sized map of that vast ocean. 
As a naval or military base Yap most likely is not worth a major 
fight. Yet Uncle Sam may be forced by weather considerations to take 
Yap before moving large naval or 
army 
forces 
into the Philippines 
Formosa, southern Japan or the China coast. 
Yap is the mother of Pacific typhoons, the intense widespread swirl­ 
ing storms that carry a threat of destruction to ships at sea and in­ 
stallations ashore. 
In the general Yap region, about J 
nine and one-half degrees north of I 
the equator, most Pacific typhoons 
are born. Yap is the warning point 
that a typhoon is headed westward 
or northwestward. Such warnings 
have saved hundreds of ships and 
thousands of lives ashore as seamen 
and landsmen, forewarned, had time 
to prepare for the fury of winds 
that have reached IOO miles an hour. 
Yap is really four small islands 
20 miles long north and south by 
IO miles wide. The islands are sep­ 
arated by narrow channels. They 
are mountainous and welt forested.

When Japan left the League of 
Nations in 1935 she closed Yap to 
all non-Nipponese.

anese have accomplished there in a 
military sense. We do know that

raided it 21 times since June 22. The 
attacks started as soon as Gen.
